In Legislature 


Governor's Program Waits 


Until Solons Act on 


Budget Measure 


Madison — Cf5—Governor LaFol- 


lette's decision to withhold his tax- 
ation program from the legisla- 
ture until it acts on his budget bill 
has created no shortage of tax plans 
in the two houses. 


If all of the revenue bills so far 


'introduced in the senate and assem- 
bly' were enacted 
into law, they 


would increase the total state tax 
levy between $30,000,000 and $40.- 
000,000 a year. 


These bills, however, are mainly 


duplicates which attempt to reach 
the same sources of revenue—in- 
comes, stock dividends, gifts, inher- 
itances and chain stores. 


Two exceptions were the bills in- 


troduced in the'assembly this week 
on behalf of the League of Wiscon- 
sin Municipalities which propose to 
tax cigarets, cigars, chewing gum. 
cosmetics and other articles listed 
as luxuries, as well as incomes and 
estates.

•500,000 of taxes annually in addi- 
tion to normal revenues. This esti- 
mate included current levies on in- 
comes, dividends, estates and chain 
stores, which end in June.

It never takes long if the American 
people are rather substantially in 
favor of a change, but it does take 
long if the people hav e a serious di- 
vision of opinion on a proposal.

long it doe's take for the American 
people to approve an amendment 
to the constitution. The average 
length of time required to ratify the 
last nine amendments—that is from 
the thirteenth to the twenty-first 
inclusive—was one year and four 
and a half months. 


If Mr. Roosevelt 
had laid the 


matter of changing the constitu- 
tion so as to compel retirement of 
justices at 70 or 75 before the coun- 
try in May, 1935, when he had a 
two-thirds majority in both houses, 
the amendment would now have 
been in the constitution and tfte 
American people would have sanc- 
tioned it. 


The delay usually arises in get- 


ting congress to act, that is for 
two-thirds of both houses to agree 
to submit the amendment for ratifi- 
cation. After that, the period need- 
ed for ratification varies, but there 
is the elapsed time of the four 
amendments adopted in the'last 20 
years.

and employes, to municipal utility 
improvements, to . municipal com- 
petition with privately owned util- 
ities, to prohibiting public utilities, 
to insurance of checks, drafts or or- 
ders for labor, to unfair trade prac- 
tices and to construction of univer- 
sity extension building at Wausau, 


Assemblyman Catlin's bill on su- 


pervisors proposes to permit mu- 
nicipal governments in cities to 
set up precincts with the same min- 
imum population requirement as 
for wards, for the election of super- 
visors, without reference to ward 
lines, A report on the bill explained 
that these precincts for election of

A SMALL PRICE TO PAY 


The British cabinet is worried about 


.Reichsfuehrer Hitler's recent demand that 
colonies lost at the World war's end shall 
be returned to Germany. Hitler's demand 
was coupled with his renunciation of the 
clause in the Treaty of Versailles which 
put Germany on record as accepting re- 
sponsibility for" starting the war. The de- 
mand was couched in mild terms during 
the course of Hitler's address on the oc- 
casion of the fourth anniversary of his 
rise to power as chancellor of Germany, 
but that seeming mildness has not served 
to allay British apprehensions. 


The question of the return of colonies 


to Germany is one about which the Eng- 
lish feel most deeply. The colonies are, 
to them, 'the symbol of victory, the scant 
reward they gained in return for iheir 
sacrifices in the war. It is difficult for 
them to consider the demand dispassion- 
ately. 


Viewed from a distance, however, it 


might seem that return to Germany of her 
colonies would be a small price to pay for 
the furthering of peace. There is reason 
to believe that Germans, also, accept the 
surrender of the colonies as symbolic of 
the deep humiliation the nation suffered 
in accepting the terms of the Versailles 
treaty. 
The colonies, in themselves, are 


not worth lighting over. 


The statement is frequently made that 


nazi rule in Germany is the expression 
of an inferiority complex and that the 
Germans have adopted a blustering atti- 
tude to conceal that feeling. The treaty 
of Versailles did more to weaken German 
morale than did defeat, but Germany's 
complex if such it is has more obscure be- 
ginnings. The Protestant Reformation in 
the Sixteenth century split Germany, pre- 
venting national unity such as was devel- 
oping in England and France. It was not 
until 1371 that Germany was united and. 
by that time England and France had 
gobbled up most of the choice territories 
overseas. 


There is profit in the proper adminis- 


tration of colonies, as has been proved by 
the Dutch and the English. But colonies 
are not essential s? sources of raw ma- 
terials. The things colonies produce are 
sold in the markets where they command 
the highest prices. England's cotton tex- 
tile industry rose to greatness on raw cot- 
ton purchased from our southern states. 
years after the American colonies had 
broken away from the mother country. 
Southern cotton was sold to the highest 
bidder. 


As producers of revenues or raw ma- 


terials, the colonies lost to England by 
Germany are not especially important. As 
symbols of lost greatness, they are im- 
portant. 
As such, there is something to 


be said for the proposal that they shall 
be returned to Germany. 


Great Britain's fear, of course, is that 


return of the colonies will merely whet 
nazi appetites and thai new demands will 
then be forthcoming. Hitler's demand in- 
volves more than the question of colonies, 
it is tied up with all the problems of post- 
war adjustments. 


If the return of colonies to Germany 


could'insure peace, it-would be a small 
price to pay lor that happy result. 


'And the most important consideration 


should not be -fprgotten by Britain—that 
the-colonies are" German property. 


THE KIDNAPER AND THE PUBLIC 
The brutal kidnap-slaying of a Missouri 


country doctor shocks the nation. Only a 
few weeks ago similar horror was ex-' 
pressed when^ the mutilated body of a 
kidnaped child was found. Kidnaping, 
one of the most despicable of crimes, has 
not been stamped out. The Lindbergh 
law and the activities of the Federal De- 
partment of Investigation are steps in the 
right direction, but something more is 
needed if potential kidnapers are to be 
effectively curbed. 


That something is an expression of 


public determination so commanding that 
it will strike terror into the hearts of 
those who might be tempted to the com- 
mission of the crime. 


A former New York district attorney, 


Nathan D. Lapham, comes forward with 
a suggestion that is worth considering. 
He advocates the payment of large fed- 
eral and state rewards for information 
leading to the apprehension of kidnapers. 
He suggests the federal reward should be 
$10,000, an additional amount to be con- 
tributed by the state in which the crime 
is committed. Large rewards, he believes, 
would serve as a challenge to criminals, 
a challenge they would hesitate to accept, 
knowing that the lure of so much money 
would set every man's hand against them. 


To make such rewards available, new 


legislation will be necessary. The public 
must decide whether the suggestion has 
merit. 


The public must decide, too, whether 


under any circumstances efforts of police 
officers are to be suspended while the 
victim's family negotiates with the kid- 
naper or his representatives. 


The question 
is a perplexing one. 


There is the likelihood that the kidnaper, 
made deperate by the knowledge that 
search for him is being prosecuted with 
unremitting vigor, may kill his victim. 
Yet the criminal is encouraged to plan 
the crime when he believes he may not 
be molested while he conducts his ransom- 
negotiations. 


A law is proposed that would define 


as a felony any negotiation with the ab- 
ductor. A similar law is credited with 
having made kidnaping almost an un- 
known crime in England. 


Such a law would be cruel in appli- 


cation, cruel to the distracted family of 
the victim. 


Here again, public opinion must be the 


determining factor. If kidnaping is to be 
stamped out, police officers must be sup- 
plied every available weapon. The most 
potent weapon will be the knowledge they 
have the united and unqualified support 
of every law-abiding citizen. 


IDIOTIC IDEOLOGIES 


In Italian Libya, it is reported, Gover- 


nor Italo Balbo is flogging Jews for clos- 
ing their shops on their Sabbath, which 
is Saturday. Such closing, the authorities 
explain, is "contrary 
to 
the 
Fascist 


ideology.'1 


In Palestine, on the same principle, we 


suppose, the Jews ought to flog Italians 
for closing their shops on Sunday, be- 
cause this is contrary to the Hebrew 
ideology. 


There is similar prattle about the Nazi 


ideology in Germany and the Communist 
ideology in Russia and various other ide- 
ologies in other countries, all held to jus- 
tify any cruelty or injustice the local au- 
thority feels like imposing, on the ground 
of its superior wisdom and righteousness. 


The term, as now used, is new. It is 


still explained by the dictionaries as re- 
ferring to "abstruct speculation" ur think- 
ing "of a visionary or unpractical na- 
ture." 


Some of us may think such definitions 


apply well enough to the principles of 
Fascism, Nazism and Communism. But as 
used in the countries referred to, "ide- 
ology" seerns to mean a practical way of 
handling political and economic problems. 
To nations like ours, believing in democ- 
racy and its essential freedom of thought 
and action, they seem cruel and idiotic. 


MINE ACCIDENTS 


Statistics of the International Labor 


Office, Geneva, show the United States 
coal mine fatalities are the highest in the 
world. In 1935 there were 2.18 deaths for 
every 1,000 workers. Germany had only 
1.37, 
Great Britain 1.01, Belgium 1.04, 


France 0.86 and the Netherlands 0.77. 


Some of the deaths occur in explosions 


or other spectacular disasters. But the 
day by day perils of the job take the big- 
gest toll. 
"Hundreds of coal miners," 


says the report, "are killed or injured ev- 
ery day by falls of ground and haulage 
operations." 


There will have to be more safety 


measures provided in mines, for this bad 
record cannot be ignored. In the mean- 
time, probably any coal miner will say 
he feels safer underground than moving 
about in city traffic.

They will be glad of any suet.'pork 
or bacon rinds 'which you put out 
for them. 


Suet baskets made of coarse wire 


screen are the best holders for this 
food. These baskets may be clamp- 
ed to a tree or post and refilled 
whenever necessary. Small pieces of 
suet can be placed on your feeding 
stand or tied to branches of trees 
Larger pieces should be tied to a 
tree trunk or large branch or nail- 
ed to a post. 


They Return Every Day 


Unless the birds are accustomed 


:o feeding at your lunch counter 
your best chances at attracting them 
will be to put the suet or fat pork 
on a tree. Don't expect visitors the 
very first day. It may take several 
days before they discover the food 
but when they do they will return 
almost every day. 


About a month ago I tied a small 


piece of suet on the trunk of a tree 
just below the lowest branches. For 
many days we watched but there 


in spring and fall and the first time 
you hear it you will undoubtedly 
wonder, as I did, what strange bird 
that can be. The notes can easily be 
imitated by anyone who is a good 
whistler.

Another bird who will welcome 


a substitute for its insect food is 
the brown creeper. As the name 
indicates, it is brown, a sort of gray- 
ish-brown like the bark of trees It 
is very systematic in its creeping, 
beginning at the foot of the tree and 
creeping in circles, 
around and 


around the trunk and all its branch- 
les before flying off to a new tree. 
If you see it this winter look very 
carefully at its slender, curved bill 
This bill is not made for drilling, 
as is that of the woodpeckers, but 
by means of the curved tip it can 
pry under the bark. 


Two tiny insect eaters, the ruby 


was no sign of a bird partaking of 
it. Then one day a chickadee at- 
tempted to get a bite. It flew against 
the trunk, gave a peck or two and 
flew away again. 


It kept this up for several hours 


but I could see what a hard task it 
was to feed without having any- 
thing on which to perch. Chicha- 
dees are acrobatic little creatures 
and although they can hang up- 
side-down while feeding they do 
need something to cling to, even 
the tiniest twig would have suf- 
ficed. 


The various woodpeckers, nut- 


hatches and creepers would have 
found this an ideal arrangement. 
With their sharp toes they cling 
to the broadest trunks and their 
spiny tail feathers hold them in 
place while feeding. For the chicka- 
dees small pieces of suet tied to 
twigs or larger pieces placed on 
smaller branches in at the crotches 
would ha\e been "better. 


Has a Sweet "Phoebe" Call 


Most of us know the chickadee 


well and love it for its cheerful song 
and its acrobatic stunts in the bare 
tree branches. Its small size, black 
cap. black, white and buff body and, 
above all, its ever ready "Tsic-a-day- 
day" call make its presence known. 
It has several other songs besides 
this call note: a faint chirping as it 
flies about, a sweet "Phoebe" call in 
spring, very rarely in winter, and 
a whistled "Dee, dee, dee" call like 
the last three notes of the phrase, 
"I'm coming back to you," in the 
Hawaiian love song '"Yakahula." 


This last song is most often heard 


crowned and the golden-crowned 
kinglets, are frequent visitors to 
the trees on your home grounds. 
The former is most often seen dur- 
ing the spring and fall migrations 
but the golden-crown keeps the 
chickadee company throug'h

CAPITAL GAINS A>TD LOSSES 
Section 117 of the Revenue Act of 


1936 
deals with the manner or meth- 


od of taking into account in com- 
puting net income gains and losses 
from the sale or exchange of cap- 
ital assets as computed and recog- 
nized under sections 111, 112, and 
113. 


Section 117 fa") provides that in 


th^ case or a taxpayer other than a 
corporation only the following per- 
centages of the gain or loss recog- 
nized upon the sale or exchange of 
a capital asset shall be taken into 
account in computing net income: 
100 per cent if the capital asset has 
been held for not more than 1 year; 
80 per cent if the capital asset has 
been held for more than 2 years 
but no for more than 5 years: 40 
per cent if the capital asset 
has 


been held for more than 5 years but 
not for more than 10 years: 30 per 
cent if the capjtal asset has been 
held for more than 10 years. 


Section 117 fb) 
defines 
capital 


assets as property held by the tax- 
payer (whether or not connected 
with ihis trade or business), but 
does not include stock in trade of 
the taxpayer or other property of a 
kind which would properly be in- 
cluded in the inventory of the tax- 


payer if on hand at the close of the 
taxable year, or property held by 
the taxpayer primarily lor sale to 
customers in the ordinary course of 
his trade or business.

Among the specimens which I 


collected were two wrens rarely 
seen in these parts. This, together 
with the fact that just recently I 
received a letter from a student at 
the University of Wisconsin asking 
for information on the wrens, has 
prompted me to write this article- 


There are, all told, approximately 


100 species of wrens, most of which 
are confined to America, the gen- 
erally accepted number common to 
North America comprising 29 spe- 
cies. 


1 Found in U. S. 


All of the latter are 'found in the 


United States, with the exception 
of one. or possibly two. namely, the 
Alaskan winter \vren which makes 
the Aleutian and Pribilov islands 
its home "and does not, to my 
knowledge, migrate south to the 
States. One other species, the San 
Clemente -wren, is found on an is- 
land of the same name, 75 miles off 
the coast of California. I was told 
while in the West that this wren 
was known to frequent California, 
but I had no confirmation of it 


The wren is a small, sprightly 


bird. Aside from the common house 
wren and the short-billed marsh 
wren, other species are by no 
means as commonly seen and iden- 
tified as may be imagined by bird 
lovers.' For example, how many 
have seen and recognized the'Great 
Carolina wren, or Bewick's wren? 
Both species, visit Wisconsin. 


As a bird of real value to horti- 


culturists and fruit- raisers in gen- 
eral the wren is unexcelled. It con- 
sumes countless insects detrimental 
to plant and tree growth. Wrens are 
very capricious in their selection 
of nest sites. While some will re- 
turn year after year to take up 
their abode in houses altogether too 
plainly artificial and exposed to 
public view, they take far more 
kindly to rough, irregularly-shaped 
enclosures placed in grape arbors 
where growing leaves will in time 
hide them, or in tree crotches or 
cornices of buildings which at least 
partially conceal them.
